#ifter SS Oberstummbannfuchrer SKORZENY had liberated HUSSOLINI
that year he received the additional assigmment of cstablishing a
battalion of Geman voluntcers to be used for special missions, and
‘Jaeger Battalion 502 vas formed for that purposerin the fall of 19L3.
Every man was to receive special and varied training - horcscback
riding, driving all kinds of vchicles, flying, parachute jumping, ctc.
The battalion was activated in the Castle Friedenthal in Sachscnhausen
and placed dircctly under Amt VI s of thc RSHA. It consisted of a
staff company, a Number Onc Compeny, and & Number Two Conpgny, with
cadremen coming form the Waffcn SS.

B. OPRRA TIONS

‘ Jhcgcr ‘Battalion 502 dccided for thc first time to cstablish a
nunber of UTrupps! which would undertoks long~-range -rcconnaissance
and combine it with sabotage. The trupps werc purcly militery units
and did not operate as, for cxamplc, agents who cstablished themsclves

'in certain arcas and romeined therc. The trupps generally camped.in
. wooded arcas for three or four wooks, thon roturned to their own lincs.

For bettor camouflage: they were dressed in civilian clothes or in cnany
